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Positive  Or  Negative  Lent? 

Lenten  season  is  just  about  with  us  again,  and  many  of 
us  are  probably  beginning  to  think  about  the  time-honored 
resolutions  which  it  is  a  custom  to  make  at  this  time  of  year. 
Perhaps  we  plan  to  deny  ourselves  the  pleasure  of  attending 
the  movies,  or  of  smoking,  or  of  having  dates,  or  that  regular 
daily  cup  of  coffee. 

At  any  rate,  no  matter  what  the  resolution,  it  is  likely 
to  be  one  denial.  Lent  has  become,  by  tradition  so  old  as  to 
be  almost  sacrosanct,  the  time  of  renunciation  and  denial. 
Pleasures  especially  come  in  for  their  share  of  cutting  during 
these  weeks  preceding  Easter. 

Somehow,  during  the  years,  a  wrong  note  has  crept  into 
the  observance  of  Lent  Not  that  self-denial  in  itself  is  wrong. 
On  the  contrary,  if  practiced  in  the  right  spirit,  it  can  become 
a  great  factor  in  the  strengthening  of  our  moral  fibre.  But 
what  is  the  right  spirit? 

First  of  all,  renunciation  should  not  be  practiced  for  its 
own  sake.  Simply  denying  oneself  a  few  pleasures  during 
the  coming  weeks  is  useless.  It  is  even  worse  than  useless, 
it  is  harmful,  because  it  puts  the  wrong  emphasis  on 
Christianity. 

Christianity  is  not  negative.  Following  Christ  does  not 
consist  of  NOT  doing  things.  It  consists  of  positive,  active 
and  dynamic  living.  Salvation  is  not  a  result  of  self-denial — 
self-denial  is  rather  the  result  of  knowing  Christ. 

Lenten  season  is  the  time  for  self-reexamination,  for  fel¬ 
lowship  and  communion  with  God,  for  living  those  principles 
which  were  proclaimed  by  the  cross  of  Golgotha.  Once  we 
have  realized  that,  renunciation  will  become,  not  the  goal,  but 
the  outcome  of  Lent. 

Our  resolution  should  not  be  simply  to  forego  a  specified 
number  of  otherwise  normal  activities,  but  rather  to  practice 
the  code  of  living  which  Christ  has  given  us.  Put  in  that  way, 
the  challenge  of  Lent  is  a  much  more  difficult  one.  It  is  always 
harder  to  DO  the  right  things  than  NOT  to  do  the  wrong 
things,  hard  as  that  may  be. 

The  reward  of  positive  observation  of  Lent,  however,  is 
one  that  mere  self-denial  cannot  give  us — true  spiritual  peace. 
The  self  that  is  conquered  is  much  stronger  than  the  self 
that  is  denied — mainly  because  it  has  fundamentally  changed, 
and  not  merely  been  pushed  into  the  background.

Courageous  Action  Needed 

To  most  Americans  the  gangsterism  of  the  Prohibition  era  is  an 
episode  of  the  dead  past.  The  time  when  unrestrained  crime  threat¬ 
ened  to  make  a  mockery  of  the  law  and  justice  is  but  a  faint  and  dis¬ 
turbing  memory.  Therefore  the  revelations  of  the  Senate  committee 
investigating  crime  in  the  United  States  have  come  like  a  bucket  of 
ice  water  thrown  in  the  face,  startling  the  good  citizens  out  of  their 
unseeing  complacency. 

This  committee,  headed  by  Senator  Kefauver,  has  so  far  un¬ 
covered  evidence  that  points  unmistakably  to  a  gigantic  octopus 
of  crime  whose  tentacles  reach  out  to  every  corner  of  the  union. 
Imagine,  if  you  can,  prostitution,  gambling,  rackets  of  all  kinds 
existing  on  the  scale  of  our  largest  business  enterprises,  and  con¬ 
tributing  daily  to  the  destruction  of  morality  and  civil  lav/.  This 
monstrosity,  it  appears,  has  not  diminished  since  the  days  of 
Capone,  but  in  the  filth  of  hidden  places  has  grown  to  even  greater 
size  and  ferocity. 

Kefauver’s  group,  showing  commendable  courage,  has  not  hesitated 
to  lay  bare  the  political  alliances  which  have  enabled  organized  crime 
to  continue  its  hideous  existence,  unchecked  and  unafraid.  On  all 
levels  of  government  its  evil  influence  has  prevailed.  For  the  promise 
of  political  support  and  the  hope  of  financial  gain,  many  public  servants 
have  sold  themselves  to  the  devil  of  organized  crime. 

Slow  to  anger  though  they  may  be,  the  American  people,  once 
aroused,  will  smash  the  magnates  of  vice  and  their  civil  cohorts, 
who  together  have  created  these  demons.  We  must  do  this,  or  our 
resulting  internal  decay  will  make  us  an  easy  victim  to  our  other 
enemies.  One  danger  is  always  present,  however,  in  a  popular 
movement  of  this  sort.  That  is  that  once  the  beginning  momentum 
is  lost,  once  the  outward  sign  of  organized  corruption  are  destroyed, 
the  crusading  citizens  are  apt  to  lose  their  spirited  interest.  Then 
the  next  time  that  this  monster  arises,  it  will  be  more  secretive 
and  difficult  to  deal  with  than  before.  A  constant  public  sentiment 
against  organized  crime  is  the  only  effective  way  of  dealing  with 

There  will  be  many  who  will  want  to  postpone  this  purge  of  our 
evil  elements  for  the  “duration"  of  the  present  crisis.  To  me  that 
seems  like  neglecting  to  cut  out  a  cancer  until  it  suits  the  patient's 
convenience.  He  may  wait,  but  the  disease  will  not.  The  same  applies 
to  our  body  politic.  For  how  can  we  be  strong  domestically  and 
internationally  when  our  moral  fiber  and  our ‘material  strength  are 
being  eaten  away  by  the  malignant  growth  of  organized  crime’ 
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What  a  deal!  Three  times  we 
applaud  in  the  wrong  place  when 
Vronsky  and  Babin,  a  fine  pair 
of  emotional  artists,  are  trying  to 
concentrate  on  the  proper  mood 
for  the  next  movement  of  the 
SAME  number  .  .  .  last  year  1 
wrote  the  Hayseed  column,  with¬ 
out  benefit  of  inhibitions  or  Had- 
acol,  so  this  year  they  put  shoes 
on  me  and,  presto,  I  got  culture. 
So  I,  like  the  unrefined  egghead 
I  am,  followed  the  crowd  and  al¬ 
so  applauded  at  the  wrong  time. 
And  then  we  had  the  gall  to  ap¬ 
plaud  for  about  skeighty-8  en¬ 
cores.  Maybe  the  music  faculty 
ought  to  brief  us  a  bit  on  the  pro¬ 
gram  beforehand,  so  we  don’t 
look  like  such  yokels.

firms  tended  to  earn  more  than 
engineers  on  the  college  campus. 

Furthermore,  most  of  the  edu¬ 
cators  reported  that  they  had  out¬ 
side  sources  of  income  such  as 
lecturing  fees,  book  royalties  or 
make-up  courses.  However,  this 
extra  income  by  no  means  made 
up  the  difference  in  salary  levels 
between  education  and  other  em¬ 
ployment. 

Future  Teachers  May  Hope. 

Prospective  teachers  on  our 
college  campuses  should,  how¬ 
ever,  not  be  too  discouraged  by 
this  evident  financial  slighting  of 
their  chosen  profession.  At  least

“If  this  be  the  day  of  our  death, 
let  us  die  doing  God's  work." 

These  words  concluded  last 
Tuesday’s  convocation  address  of 
the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Whiting,  exec¬ 
utive  secretary  of  the  Lutheran 
Welfare  society  in  Minnesota. 
Mr.  Whiting  was  formerly  a  Lu¬ 
theran  pastor  and  also  did  social 
welfare  work  in  Wisconsin. 

Theme  of  his  address  was  "The 
Church’s  Responsibilities  for  So¬ 
cial  Work,"  in  which  he  gave  six 
specific  reasons  why  the  church 
should  be  interested  in  social  wel¬ 
fare.  The  first  and  most  impor¬ 
tant  was  as  follows-: 

Members  of  Fellowship. 

“We  are  members  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  fellowship  created  by  bap¬ 
tism  and  sustained  by  cornmun- 

This  breaks  down  race  and  so¬ 
cial  barriers,  leaving  Christians 
free  to  help  the  unfortunates  who 
have  a  right  by  justice  to  expect 
help. 

This  society  gives  the  church  a 
medium  with  which  to  meet  the 
problems  of  the  world.  It  affords 
an  outlet  of  love  in  our  complex 
world,  whereas  the  congregation 
used  to  give  the  welfare  only  to 


the  local  people. 

Guilt  Complex  Responsible. 

Third  is  that  of  offering  th< 
church  a  place  to  carry  out  reli¬ 
gious  therapy  rather  than  using 
shock  treatment.  Mr.  Whiting 
stated  that  nearly  ninety  per  cent 
of  mental  illness  is  caused  by  the 
feeling  of  guilt. 

Lutheran  Welfare  society  of 
fers  a  way  for  the  church  to 
late  itself  to  community,  cc 
try  and  world.  The  police 
and  prison  wardens  say  that  the 
church  must  keep  the  morals 
high. 

“We  are  in  the  world  but  not 
of  the  world,”  stated  Mr.  Whiting. 

Affording  a  source  of  informa 
tion  as  the  basis  of  solving  social 
problems  is  the  fifth  reason,  giv¬ 
ing  the  church  first  hand  infor 
motion  whereby  vice  and  pain 
may  be  alleviated  by  social  work 
ers  and  pastors. 

Concluding,  the  speaker  stated, 
“The  Lutheran  Welfare  society 
provides  a  place  for  the  church 
to  demonstrate  its  faith  and  love, 
especially  for  the  individual.  It 
is  a  great  way  in  which  one  can 
serve  God  and  his  church.”
